Separate fires ignite transit delays

Tuesday morning’s commute from the North Side into 
downtown turned into a nightmare for many Chicagoans 
when separate fires disrupted train service and shut down 
traffic on Lake Shore Drive. 

Natalie Brown’s 25- to 30 -minute trip from Lakeview to 
downtown took an hour Tuesday the 24-year-old said. 

“The bus was like absolutely packed. It just took for- 
ever,” Brown said. “I was just annoyed, irritated.” 

Brown and many other commuters were slowed by a 
blaze in a building near the CTA’s “L’ tracks that disrupted 
Brown Line and Purple Line service and a CTA bus fire 
that turned Lake Shore Drive into a parking lot. 

Shortly after i a.m., fire crews were called to a fire at 
the former Mulligan School building in the 1800 block of 
North Sheffield Avenue. Hours later, the CTA shuttered 
Brown Line service between Fullerton and the Merchan- 
dise Mart and set up shuttle buses as a result of the blaze. 

Purple Line Express service, which operates during rush 
hours between the Loop and the Howard stop in Rogers 
Park, also was suspended Tuesday morning. 

But travel troubles weren’t limited to the “L.” 

At about 5:45 a.m., a CTA No. 147-Outer Drive Express 
bus caught fire in the southbound lanes of North Lake 
Shore Drive, according to the transit agency The bus driv- 
er noticed smoke and pulled the bus over to help the riders 
off, according to the CTA. No injuries were reported and 
the transit agency is investigating the cause of the fire. 

Initially lanes in both directions of Lake Shore Drive in 
the area were closed, but northbound lanes were reopened 
a short time later and southbound lanes were later in the

Emanuel issues first 
‘Class A’ city licenses 
to Lyft, Sidecar

Mayor Emanuel on Tuesday announced 
his administration had issued the first city 
licenses to two ride-sharing companies, as 
lawmakers in Springfield consider voting 
this week to override Gov Quinn’s veto 
of a bill that would impose tougher state- 
wide regulations on the industry 

The city issued “Class A” licenses to San 
Francisco-based ride-sharing companies 
Lyft and Sidecar, Emanuel’s office said. 
The Class A is a less-strict type of license, 
for companies with driver averages of no 
more than 20 hours per week. 

The “transportation network provider” 
licenses are a centerpiece of the ordinance 
Emanuel shepherded through the City 
Council in May part of a package he said 
would help level the playing field between 
drivers who use their personal cars to pick 
up people requesting rides via phone apps 
and traditional cabbies who complain 
about competition from ride-share ser- 
vices that are less strictly regulated. 

Representatives of cab companies have 
said Emanuel’s plan doesn’t go far enough 
to hold the ride-sharing companies ac- 
countable for their drivers and the safety 
of passengers. 

Uber has also applied for a city license, 
and mayoral spokeswoman Elizabeth 
Langsdorf said the city is working with 
the company to complete the process. 

The state bill that passed both the 
House and the Senate would have set 
stricter statewide standards for vehicle 
safety and would have allowed car insurers 
to deny coverage during times when driv- 
ers use their vehicles for ride-share work. 

Quinn vetoed that bill in August. 
Emanuel applauded the governor “for 
his thoughtful approach to regulating an 
emerging industry so that new transpor- 
tation options can flourish in Chicago 
while consumers are ensured a safe and 
reliable experience.”

Blase Cupich becomes 
Chicago’s archbishop

Blase Cupich took religious and legal posses- 
sion of the Roman Catholic Archdiocese of 
Chicago on Tuesday, pledging before a Cook 
County judge and later priests, bishops and 
parishioners that he will dutifully shepherd 
the nation’s third-largest archdiocese. 

“I do accept the pastoral care of the people 
of Chicago,” Cupich declared at Holy Name 
Cathedral. 

Chicago’s 2.2 million Catholics have a new 
archbishop after Cupich took his seat in the 
teaching chair Tuesday afternoon during an 
elaborate ceremony at Holy Name Cathedral. 

During his homily Tuesday, Cupich alter- 
nated between humor and seriousness, and he 
tackled the weight of expectation for his ten- 
ure in Chicago. He spoke of the church’s role 
with the young on multiple fronts: the fallout 
of the clergy sexual abuse scandal and main- 
taining the relevance of religion in their lives. 

“We face in our day the formidable task of 
passing on the faith to the next generation, of 
evangelizing a modern and sometimes skep- 
tical culture, not to mention inspiring young 
people to serve the church ...” he said. “It all 
seems so daunting, as daunting as walking on 
water.” 

Tuesday’s installation got underway when 
Apostolic Nuncio Carlo Maria Vigano, the 
Vatican’s envoy to the U.S., read a translation 
of the apostolic mandate from Pope Francis 
that names Cupich archbishop. 

Cupich chose to take the helm of the arch- 
diocese Tuesday the feast day celebrating the 
Basilicas of Sts. Peter and Paul, as a nod to his

Croatian grandparents. More than a century 
ago, they solicited donations to build what 
became his childhood parish, Sts. Peter and 
Paul Catholic Church in Omaha, Neb. 

Cupich said Tuesday that the date not only 
honored his own immigrant family, it gave 
him a chance to recognize all immigrants. 
He pointed out that the day also honored St. 
Rose Philippine Duchesne. 

“She reminds us of the extraordinary con- 
tribution women religious have made and 
continue to make to the church and society,” 
he said. “I intend to honor and give thanks 
for all these people today, especially for fam- 
ily and immigrants. Native Americans and 
religious sisters— all of whom have shaped so 
much of our faith, our lives and our church 
ministries.”

Gov Jay Nixon took the action as the re- 
gion continued to brace for a decision by a lo- 
cal grand jury on whether to indict Ferguson 
police officer Darren ^Xdlson in the shooting 
of 18 -year-old Michael Brown. Protests are 
expected, particularly if Wilson does not face 
criminal charges. 

Nixon’s Ferguson Commission has until 
September 2015 to make recommendations 
after reviewing the social and economic con- 
ditions that contributed to the unrest trig- 
gered by Brown’s Aug. 9 death.

I^NS FUEL ‘WOMEN AT ^

Before Sabrina Waller enlisted in the U.S. 
Navy in 1998, her recruiter assured her she’d 
never set foot on a ship. A year later, the now 
3 6 -year-old was one of only 500 women on a 
5,000 -sailor aircraft carrier stationed in South- 
eastern European waters as NATO troops 
dropped bombs during the Kosovo conflict. 

“I didn’t even know where we were on the 
map, let alone what conflicts were going on in 
the region that we were going to support, and 
what that had to do with the American lives 
we were supposed to be serving and protect- 
ing,” said Waller, who now lives in Oak Park. 

Waller’s experience as a female U.S. veter- 
an— one of more than 1.8 million in the coun- 
try-left her with complicated feelings about 
her service that she says many women suffer 
through, often in silence. It’s why she shared 
her story with Edgewater’s Rivendell Theatre 
for the company’s latest production, “Wom- 
en at War.” The drama, which runs through 
Dec. 6 and is based on the real-life accounts of 
more than 70 female veterans, aims to give an 
authentic voice to what it’s like to be a woman 
in the military 


The first inklings of the project struck Riv- 
endell artistic director Tara Mallen more than 
eight years ago when she befriended a mili- 
tary advisor for one of her shows. 

‘At that time, we were in the midst of Iraq 
and I felt like somebody had ripped the ban- 
dages off my eyes because of how unaware I 
was, and how I just didn’t pay any attention 
to the fact that we were at war, and how much 
I just allowed it to be somebody else’s prob- 
lem,” Mallen said. 

Since Rivendell focuses on work by or about 
women, Mallen was inspired to put together a 
season that focused military service through 
a female lens. But when she set out to find 
scripts, she could only locate works from the 
perspective of the women who were left home 
during times of war, not women as warriors. 

Using a piece adapted from the 2009 book 
“The Lonely Soldier” and other shows as a 
jumping-off point, Mallen enlisted the input 
of veterans’ organizations like arts therapy 
group VetCAT, with which Rivendell part- 
nered in 2012 to secure a $50,000 grant from 
the Chicago Community Trust that the groups 
split to fund what would become the “Women 


at War” project. 

From the handful of veterans they found 
who were willing to talk about their service, 
the project’s writer Megan Carney was 
tasked with collecting stories in 
interviews and group round-ta- 
bles, framing the talks around 
two main questions: “What 
motivated you to enlist?” and I 
“What’s it been like since ' 
you’ve come back?” 

They gathered stories of ^ 
desperation and sexual abuse, 
financial troubles, suicide and 
shame. But they also heard about fam- 
ily pride, breaking glass ceilings and personal 
triumphs. One of the most important aspects 
of the process, Mallen said, was capturing a 
full picture. 

“{If the play] only focused on {the dark side], 
it didn’t tell the whole story” Mallen said. 

With their funding running low and still 
too few contributing veterans, Rivendell 
mounted a staged reading in November 2013. 
Though Mallen says the piece needed work, 
the crowd and conversation the event ere-

ated showed the company it was on the right 
track— and calls started flooding in from vet- 
erans groups and others who wanted to be 
involved. One veteran was even cast in 
the show 

As the show’s debut run pur- 
posefully coincided with Veter- 
^ ans Day this year, Mallen says 
the finished product’s ability 
to spark those important con- 
r versations, in post-show pan- 
W els and beyond, has been what 
is most satisfying. 

For Waller, seeing her story 
blended with her fellow veterans’ on 
stage, has been powerful as well. 

“I went {to the show] on Sunday and I 
brought another female veteran with me that 
wasn’t part of the project and she was just 
blown away,” Waller said. “She was like, ‘That 
was me up there,’ even though it wasn’t. But 
there were those common stories that many 
women face in the military and she saw her- 
self up there, and she was ecstatic that people 
were taking the time to listen.”

Reunited, Death From Above 1979 learns to manage highs and lows of rock on the road

S ometimes you wait a decade for a follow-up and get something not just bad, 
but bad enough to make the predecessor seem worse than you remember. 
(Cough, Zach Braff ’s “Wish I Was Here,” cough.) 

Other times you get something like “The Physical World,” Death From Above 
1979’s recent and long-awaited successor to 2004’s still-exciting “Tbu’re a Woman, 
Pm a Machine.” The Toronto rock duo broke up in 2006, reunited in 2011 and this 
year delivered a record that maintains their electrifying mastery of danceable rock. 
From “sunny Sheffield, England” (where, he notes, it’s not sunny), 35-year-old singer/ 
drummer Sebastien Grainger says the goal wasn’t to show progress, merely “to make 
something that we think is good, and hopefully other people will think it’s good.” 


“You’re a Woman I’m a Machine” was done 
in your mid-20s. “The Physicai Worid” was 
done in your mid-30s. How did that impact 
the process, the songwriting and the piaying? 

Well, it’s kind of hard for me to contextual- 
ize it in that way I wasn’t sitting around in 
an incubator for the 10 years between my 
mid-20s and mid-30s, so it doesn’t feel that 
different. The main thing that changed 
is that the band existed this time around, 
whereas when we made our first record we 
were just kind of figuring it out. There was a 
stretch of time where {bassist Jesse F. Keeler] 
and I didn’t think about the band at all, and 
the band continued to exist in people’s head- 


phones and stereos and minds and whatever. 
So coming back to it we had— I don’t want 
to say something to live up to, but we had 
something to reference. We could look at the 
band as it existed without us and go, “Well, 
this is a good starting point.” It was more just 
perspective. We didn’t have any perspective 
before because we had nothing to stand on, 
but now we’re looking backwards at it. 

Many have written about the influence you 
guys had on other bands. During your hia- 
tus, did you ever look at artists that seemed 
like they had been influenced by you and 
think, “That could be us”? Or were you de- 
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tached from it at that point and not thinking 
about what couid have been? 

I haven’t even recognized any of those. 

When people talk about that, it’s kind of 
strange because I don’t see {the influence}, so 
it’s not really something I’m observing. Some 
of the bands I remember from even when we 
were still playing I think {were} so directly 
derivative that it was kind of laughable to me. 
{Those bands] came and went so it doesn’t 
matter ... I’m too close to it to really notice; I 
don’t hear the influence at all. I thought that 
“SexyBack” by Justin Timberlake sounded 
like us, and I thought that “Blue Orchid” by 
the White Stripes sounded like us, but that 
was me probably being an egomaniac. That 
was years ago. 


Whereas before I kind of turned inward. 
Now I’ll just flat-out say “{Bleep}, I couldn’t 
get into that show” or whatever it is. Just try- 
ing to be more communicative I think helps. 

On another note: Why aren’t there more 
singing drummers? 

’Cause it’s a stupid idea. 

What’s stupid about it? You’re awesome at it. 

It’s too hard! It’s too hard to do. I wouldn’t 
recommend it to anybody 

If you could go back would you do anything 
differently, or it works for you but no one 
else should try? 

I’m a fatalist. I don’t think it’s working for me 
now, but I wouldn’t change anything about it. 


Now I want to listen to “SexyBack” again. 
That’s an interesting comparison. 

Well, the only reason I mention it is because 
at the time Timbaland was producing Nelly 
Furtado and Justin Timberlake at the same 
time, and Nelly Furtado was a big fan of ours. 
And I know that she had showed our 
music to Timbaland, and I already 
knew that when “SexyBack” came 
out. When I heard “SexyBack” I 
was like, “{Bleep}, man, this is a 
little bit weird.” 

As a result of the circumstances of 
the band’s breakup, are you doing any- 
thing differently now? Did you learn lessons 
from that and make a change in this new 
incarnation? 

I think that we’re just a little more open with 
one another. The life of a band and tour- 
ing, it’s really difficult to contextualize it for 
people who haven’t experienced it. The con- 
trast of the highs and the lows is so dramatic 
or so drastic. The highs being performing in 
front of a packed room of people who are 
so excited and the energy is so high, and the 
mundane dreariness of the flipside of that is 
so extremely contrasted, almost to an absurd 
point. Like Jesse and I just did our laundry in 
probably the most depressing place that you 
can think of, and that’s contrasted with play- 
ing this crazy show where you sweat gallons 
and the crowd is going insane. The contrast 
is absurd, and I think that early on we kind 
of dealt with that in different ways. Whereas 
now I think we’ve come together a bit more 
and {recognized} the absurdity of it. If I feel 
like I played like {bleep} or I feel like I just 
couldn’t get into it, I don’t hide that anymore, 



When I look at the song title “Gemini,” I think 
of both horoscopes and “American Giadia- 
tors.” If you had to pick between having a 
conversation about astroiogy or “American 
Giadiators,” which wouid you prefer? 

I mean, ‘American Gladiators” makes 
more sense to me, but the song’s 
about the astrological symbol. ... 

At least {‘American Gladiators” is} 
something real. You can touch an 
American Gladiator. 

Have you ever touched an American 
Giadiator? 

No, but one of them was in a Penthouse 
magazine that my brother had, and I used to 
sneak it out of his stash and {enjoy} myself 
with it. 

Do you remember which giadiator it was? 

She was strong. She was powerful. 

You don’t remember her name? 

I don’t remember. I’m sure it would be a 
quick Google search. If you Googled “1994- 
ish, mid-’90s American Gladiator Penthouse 
magazine” you’ll probably find it. 

Any thoughts on what you’ii do next? I as- 
sume if there’s a new aibum it wiii be before 
2024. 

{Laughs.} Probably I don’t know though. We 
take it one day at a time. The band might 
not exist tomorrow. That was a pretty grim 
laundry day We had to eat KFC. There was 
nothing there. We ate KFC, if that gives you 
any indication of where we’re at right now.

Storm over Aaliyah movie 
shows she’s still beloved

Though R&B singer Aaliyah died 13 years ago, 
her presence can still be felt. 

She can be traced to R&B -pop divas like 
Beyonce, Rihanna and Ciara, and heard in 
recent genre outliers such as Tinashe, Banks 
andJheneAiko. 

‘Aaliyah: The Princess of R&B,” an original 
movie that aired on Lifetime on Saturday 
traces the rise of the music and film ingenue, 
whose breakout year ended with her tragic 
death at age 22 in a plane crash. 

Though the singer-actress remains beloved, 
there was an immediate backlash when the 
network revealed plans for the biopic in June. 
Fans protested the casting of the film early 
on, going as far as drafting online petitions 
to admonish the initial choice of Disney star 
Zendaya Coleman to portray Aaliyah, while 
music industry celebrities portrayed in the 
film and others took to social media during the 
premiere Saturday to voice their disdain. 

The singer’s family also disapproved of the 


project, publicly criticizing Lifetime and with- 
holding the use of her music from producers. 
Amid the controversy Coleman exited due to 
“production issues” and Alexandra Shipp from 
Nickelodeon’s “House of Anubis” stepped into 
Coleman’s role. 

“{Aaliyah} was so ahead of the time,” Shipp 
said. “%u can hear it in the music, even in 
the production. She was an innovator, but she 
didn’t even realize it.” 

Born in Brooklyn and raised in Detroit, Aa- 
liyah Dana Haughton grew up with ambitions 
of stardom. Producer Barry Hankerson signed 
the then-i2-year-old to his fledgling Black- 
ground Records and linked her with 
R. Kelly who produced Aaliyah’s 1994 debut, 
‘Age Ain’t Nothing but a Number.” 

But in August 2001, a month after releasing 
her third album, she died in a plane crash after 
filming a music video in the Bahamas. 

Though the film is primarily a retracing of 
her music and film career, it also addresses her 
controversial relationship with Kelly— which

included an illegal marriage when she was 15. 
During her life, neither confirmed the mar- 
riage, despite court documents surfacing. 

“I told them, ‘Just get the story right,’ ” said 
talk show host Wendy Williams, who was 
brought on to executive produce the film. 
“Even though the family didn’t co-sign on this 
story we did not disrespect the memory of 
Aaliyah.” 

Jomo Hankerson, the singer’s cousin and 
president of Blackground Records, has said 
that the family’s issue with the film was that it 


was a made-forTV project, not a feature film. 

He also said the network never reached out 
to consult with the family who is reportedly 
also developing a project. 

As far as the Lifetime film, producers 
maintain several conversations with the family 
took place. 

“Listen, we reached out to the family several 
times,” executive producer Debra Martin 
Chase said. “It would have been great to have 
had their involvement. But first and foremost, 
we approached this with respect and love.”
